On November 8th, 1927, my thir- | 


ty-eighth birthday, I prayed this 
prayer: “Lord, make me a man af- 
ter Thine own heart.” Work faded 
out of sight; things that before 
seemed important disappeared; ev- 
erything in which I was interested 
took a secondary place, and my 
own inner life before God was all 
that mattered, all that was really 
worth while. And as I paced back 
and forth in my study that day I 
prayed, and prayed in the Spirit: 
“Lord, make me a man after Thine 
own heart.” 


“TIT want, dear Lord, a heart that’s | 


true and clean — 
A sunlit heart with not a cloud 
between; 
A heart like Thine, a heart divine, 
a heart as white as snow — 
On me, dear Lord, a heart like 
this bestow.”’ 


I saw as I had never seen before, 
that the big thing was not the 
work I was doing, the books I was 
writing, the sermons I was preach- 
ing, the crowds that gathered nor 
the success achieved; but rather 
the life I was living, the thoughts 
I was .thinking, heart holiness, 
practical righteousness; in a word: 
my transformation, by the Spirit, 
into Christ-likeness. 

And there came to me with new 
and deeper meaning than ever be- 
fore the words: “Oh, for a closer 
walk with God!’ And my heart 
went out in a cry of anguish for 
such an experience. “That I might 
know Him.” Thus prayed the great 
Apostle. “Christ in you,’ he said 
again. And then, “Christ liveth in 
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me.” Yes, “Noah walked with 
God;” “Enoch. walked with God.” 
Could not I? Am not I more pre- 
cious to God than my work, my 
possessions? God wanted me, not 
merely my service. 

“Take myself, and I will be 

Ever, only, ALL for Thee.” 


After that He led me out in 
prayer, a prayer that would make

The Christian’s Best Friend, The Holy Spirit; How He Loves Us, 
What He Will Do for Us, and How We Should Tredt Him 


Your best friend is the one who 
loves you the most and does the 
most for you and stays the closest 
by you. And that Friend is thea 
Holy Spirit of God. 


In Romans 15:30 Paul says, 
“Now I beseech you, brethren, for 
the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and 
for the love of the Spirit, that ye 
strive together with me in your 
prayers to God for me.” Paul want- 
ed, and was led by the Holy Spirit 
to ask that the Christians at Rome 
pray for him. They were to pray 
for him for Jesus’ sake, that is, be- 
cause the work Paul was doing hon- 
ored the Lord Jesus, and it would 
please our Lord for them to ear- 
nestly be partakers in his minis- 
try by prayer. And they were to 
do it also because of the love of 
the Spirit. The Holy Spirit loved 
Paul and loved the Christians at 
Rome. With unspeakable concern 
He longed to bless Paul in the min- 
istry and to bless these Christians 
who. would have apart in Paul’s 
ministry by prayer. And’’so Paul 
is led to ask them to pray for him, 
because of the love of the Holy 
Spirit for him and them. It is as 
if Paul said, “The Holy Spirit loves 
me so much that He wants you to 
pray for me; and if you listen to 
Him He will. lead you to pray for 
me.” 

“The love of the Spirit’! The 
Holy Spirit loves us! This dear, un- 
seen Person Who loves us. so, is 
our best friend. 


The Holy Spirit is the personal 
representative of God and of Christ 
on earth, He is called many: times 
“the Spirit of God” (Matt. 3:16; 
Gen. 1:2), and God many times 
speaks of “my Spirit” (Isaiah 26: 
9; Isaiah 44:3; Joel 2:28; Acts 2: 
17, 18). He is also called, ‘‘The 
Spirit of Christ” (Romans 8:9). 

In John 14:16-26 the Saviour told 
His sorrowing disciples that 
through the Holy Spirit both He 
and the Father would manifest 
themselves to the disciples, and 
would come and make their abode 
with Christians. 

The Holy Spirit is God’s execu- 
tive officer in dealing with man- 
kind. 

The Holy Spirit dictated the Bi- 
ble. “Holy men of God spake as 
they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (II Peter 1:21). We are 
told that the things God has pre- 


pared for us are not known by eye, 


nor ear, nor heart of man; “But 
God hath revealed them unto us 
by his Spirit” (I Cor. 2:10). And 
even the very words of divine reve- 
lation are given by the Holy Spirit. 
“Which things also we speak, not 
in the words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost

2:13. The Holy Spirit is the au- 
thor of the Bible. So the Word of 
God is fittingly called, “the sword 
of the Spirit” (Eph. 6:17). 

But as wonderful as is the fact 
that the Holy Spirit is the author 
of the Bible, here is a fact even

wrought in the power and wisdom 
of the Holy Spirit! . 

It was by the Holy Spirit that 
Christ was conceived in the womb 
of a virgin girl (Matt. 1:20; Luke 
1:35). Joseph was. told,

Holy Ghost,” and the angel Gabriel 
explained to Mary, “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and 
the power of the highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born of 
thee shall be called the Son of 
God.” 


And all the ministry of the Lord 
Jesus was NOT in His power as 


the Son of God, by which He cre- 
ated the worlds, but rather in the 
power of the Holy Spirit..He never 
worked a miracle, nor healed the 
sick, nor cleansed a leper, nor 
preached a sermon, nor won a soul 
until His baptism when, praying, 
He received the Holy Spirit com- 
ing upon Him. After that He did 
His first miracle at Cana of Gali- 
lee, and went to Nazareth and in 
the synagogue read and explained 
Isaiah 61:1, “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor; he hath sent me to 
heal the brokenhearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and re- 
covering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord.’”’ and then Jesus 
said, ‘“‘This day is the scripture ful- 
filled in your ears” (Luke 4:16-21). 
Thereafter Jesus was always full 
of the Holy Spirit and did His 
work under the Holy Spirit’s com- 
plete anointing. See Acts 10:38. 
Even after His resurrection Jesus 
gave his apostles instructions 
through the power and wisdom of 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 1:1, 2). And 
when Jesus returns to the earth to 
reign, His reign will be as the 
Spirit-filled Son of Man, “and the 
Spirit of the Lord shall rest upon 


him, the spirit of wisdom and un- 
derstanding, the spirit of counsel 
and might, the spirit of knowl- 
edge and of the fear of the Lord” 
(Isaiah 11:2). And that is why we 
may do the same work that Jesus 
did; we may have the same power 
and wisdom that was given to Him 
through the same Holy Spirit. 


It is the Holy Spirit Who con- 
victs sinners, for “When he is 


come, he will reprove the world of 
sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment,” Jesus said (John 16:8). 

Every soul that is regenerated 
is literally “born of the Spirit.” 
Just as God breathed His Spirit, 
or breath into the nostrils of the 
man, Adam, the first man whom 
He had made out of dust, and he 
became a living soul; so the-Holy 
Spirit of God comes into the body 
and life of a poor lost child of 
wrath and makes him into a child 
of God. He is “born of the Spirit” 
(John 3:5). We say, “‘Let Jesus’ 
come into your heart,’’ and that is 
perfectly proper. But in truth the 
Lord Jesus has a human body. He 
has scars in His hands and His 
feet. He ate and drank before the 
disciples, and their hands handled 
Him. When Jesus comes again it 
will be the same Jesus; and every 
eye shall see Him, this Christ with 
a human body, with hands and feet 
and flesh and bones. So, in a sense 
Christ could not come into your 
heart. What we mean is that when 
we were converted we let the Spirit 
of Christ come into our hearts, © 
Christ’s own representative, doing 
His work, took us over, regener- 
ated us, and made us children of 
God.

And now this blessed Holy Spirit 
dwelis literally in our _ bodies. 
“What know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? For 
ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and 
' in your spirit, which are God's” 
' (I Cor. 6:19, 20). Ever since the 
day Jesus rose from the dead and 
breathed on the disciples and said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost,” the 
Holy Spirit of God has lived lit- 
erally in the body of every Chris- 
tian, every child of God. (John 
7:37-39; John 20:22). And when 
you were converted the Holy Spirit 
Who made you a member of the 
body of Christ, buried you into this 
body, as a stone is buried in the 
mortar and other stones of a wall, 
becoming a part of the building 
(I Cor. 12:13; I Peter 2:5; Eph. 
2:19-22). All this work is done by. 
the Holy Spirit as the representa- 
tive of God and of Christ on the 
earth 


What the Loving Holy Spirit Does 
for a Christian 


One can see thus how intimate 
is the relationship of the Holy 
Spirit of God to the Christian. If 
God loved the whole world enough 
to give His Son, and if Christ 
loved poor sinners with such in- 
finite compassion that He gladly 
went to the cross, then how must 
the Spirit of God love His own! 
Those He has sought and convicted 
of sin; those He has won to trust 
in Christ; those whose hearts He 
has changed, those into whose 
bodies He has come to dwell for- 
ever; those He has made a part 
of that mystical body of Christ 
which will be called together at the 
rapture and assembled in Heaven, 
the church of the first-born—how 
He must love us! So Romans 15:30 
urges us to pray one for another 
“for the love of the Spirit.” The 
Holy Spirit loves us with such ten- 
der compassion that can never 
leave’ us. The Holy Spirit is our 
best. friend. 


And now, keeping always in 
mind how the Holy Spirit loves us 
and yearns over us, let us see some 
of the things that the Holy Spirit 
does for a Christian. 


First, the Holy Spirit comforts 
the Christian. He is called, by our 
Saviour, ‘‘the Comforter,” that is, 
one called alongside to help. Acts 
9:31 -tells us how the churches 
“were edified; and walking in the 
fear of the Lord, and IN THE 
COMFORT OF THE HOLY 
GHOST, .were multiplied.” New 
Testament Christians had the com- 
fort of the Holy Ghost! How many 
thousands of others have been com- 
forted by this Holy Spirit Who 
loves us, Who lives: within us, and 
Who does the work of God within 
us. Romans 14:17 tells us, ‘For 
the kingdom of God is not meat 
‘and drink; but righteousness, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.” 
It is the Holy Spirit Who sets the 
songs singing in the heart of a 
Christian, as you see when you 
read together Ephesians 5:18, 19, 
*“, ». but be filled with the Spirit; 
speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing and making melody in your 
heart to the Lord.” So it is the 
Holy Spirit Who is the author of 
spiritual songs; the Holy Spirit 
‘makes melody in the heart of a

joy of the redeemed! 

a” God promises to Israel, despised 
’ and hated of men, that one time 
' He will comfort them. “As one 
' whom his mother comforteth, so 
| wil I comfort you” 

66:13). That is, when Jews cease 
to reject the Saviour but are born 
' again and the Spirit of God comes 
' into their hearts and abides in 
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SPIRIT” 
their bodies, then they, too, will 
know the Comforter that the saints 
of God all know, when they let 
the Holy Spirit have His way. And 
God comforts His people through 
the Holy Spirit. 

This verse indicates that the 
mother-work of God is done by the 
Holy Spirit. God is a masculine 
God, and the pronouns He and Him 
are used of God the Father. 
But there is something so intimate 
so personal, so affectionate and so 
detailed about the way the Holy 
Spirit of God, the indwelling Com- 
forter, warms and consoles the 
heart of God’s child, that God 
says, “As one whom his mother 
comforteth, so will I comfort you.” 

Now for 40 years I have missed 
my mother. How strangely my 
mind goes back to certain little 
details of a mother’s love and af- 
fection. Mother cooked the love- 
liest birthday cakes and could 
write my name on them with little 
cinnamon drops! Mother made the 
straight little trousers out of a pair 
of my father’s worn ones, and 
made the little red waist with the 
big collar. And she brushed my 
hair so nicely and said how fine 
I looked when she took me to 
church, and had me-sing out of 
her book, though I could not read, 
and called me her preacher boy! 
Then long, orphaned years I spent 
after mother died before I got an- 
other birthday cake, made just for 
me! 

Mother knew just what to do 
when I exploringly pushed a pea 
up my nose; and after she took me 
out and had me look at the sun 
and I had sneezed violently and the 
pea shot out, how we laughed to- 
gether! And when I tried a circular 
washer on my hand and it fit so 
tight I couldn’t get it off, it was 
mother who assured me I would 
not have to wear it all my life as 
I feared; and she knew the marvel 
that soapy water would work in 
just such cases! And even now, 
man that I am, there are many 
times when I long for my mother. 
What a comfort it would be if I 
could only kneel down at her knees, 
or lay my head in her lap, or have 
her hands on my face, and have 
her praise me or strengthen me 
or comfort me! 

But, bless God, I have One Who 
can comfort me “as one whom his 
mother comforteth.” The Blessed 
Holy Spirit does this blessed 
mother’s work for the Lord in my 
heart! And doesn’t this picture how 
sweetly the Spirit loves us? 


The Holy Spirit is “the spirit of 
wisdom” (Eph. 1:17; Isaiah 11:2). 
Do not be misled by the fact that 
sometimes the Bible does not 
spell the word Spirit with a capi- 
tal letter. The translators could not 
always decide, and in the original 
languages capitalization of words 
did not mean always the same as 
it does in English. The Lord Jesus 
called Him “the spirit of truth” 
(John 14:17). And again He prom- 
ised, “When He, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth: for He shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: 
and he will-show you things to 
come. He shall glorify me: for he 
shall receive of mine, and shall 
show it unto you” (John 16:13, 
14). Thus spiritual wisdom is giv- 
en by the blessed Holy Spirit, 
dwelling in the Christian’s body. 
He reveals the things of Christ to 
the Christian. He will guide the 
‘Christian into all truth. Not only 
that, but He will help us to re- 
member spiritual truths and the 
Scriptures, for. Jesus said, “But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send 
in my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you” (John 14:26). 

Always teaching, always remind- 
ing, always. guiding—that is the 
work of the blessed Spirit of God 
Who loves us and is tenderly anx- 
ious to guide us into the truth. 

When we come to read or study 
the Bible then, we should be con- 
scious of the Spirit’s presence. We 
should always ask Him to teach us 
the Word of God. Many times when 
I write an article or preach a ser- 
mon I earnestly pray for the Spirit 
to bring to my remembrance the 
Scriptures on the subject, and to 
help me understand them. And 
strangely, often when I am in the 
it, in the midst of a sermon, 
ptures come to mind that I 
did not think about when I pre- 
pared ‘the sermon. And oftentimes’ 


after I have read the Scriptures in 
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the pulpit there comes to me such 
light on the Word of God as I did 
not have in the study and prepar- 
ation. But that only happens, of 
course, as I am led by the Spirit 
of God, and when I am surrendered 
to Him and with an open receptive 
heart. He is the Comforter, the 
guide and the teacher of “the 
Christian. 


In this dark world every Chris- 
tian needs a guide. How can I know 
what, will come tomorrow? How 
can I know which way to turn, 
what to do? A thousand details 
must be settled day after day. The 
preacher must know what text to 
preach on, what illustration to use, 
He must know whether to accept 
this invitation and reject another, 
or vice versa. What is the will of 
God about this matter, or that, 
or that? And the only way that 
a Christian can day by day know 
that he is following the will of 
God for his life, is by the clear 
leading of the Holy Spirit of God. 

And thank God every Christian 
can have that leading. Isaiah 30:21 
says, “And thine ears shall hear 
a word behind thee, saying, This 
is the way, walk ye in it, when ye 
turn to the right hand, and when 
ye turn to the left.” And that word 
of direction every Christian can 
hear from the Holy Spirit. 


The way may be dark, but a 
Christian can say, “Though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me.” 7 


How clearly the Holy Spirit led 
Christians in the Bible! Note how 
“the angel of the Lord spake unto 
Philip, saying, Arise, and go to- 
ward the south unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert” (Acts 
8:26). The word angel means 
messenger or agent, and it seems 
likely that this is simply another 
way of saying that the Spirit of 
God told Philip-what to do. He may 
have spoken even with an audible 
voice, or it may not have been 
with an audible voice; but Philip 
knew exactly what to do. And we 
read in verse 29, “Then the Spirit 
said unto Philip, Go near and join 
thyself to this chariot.” The Spirit 
then taught Philip how to win the 
eunuch to Christ, and then “the 
Spirit of the Lord caught away 
Philip, that the eunuch saw him 
no more,” 


Then read in the tenth chapter 
of Acts how the Holy Spirit dealt 
with Peter, preparing him to go 
speak to Cornelius and win him 
and his family to Christ. How de- 
finite was the leading of the Holy 
Spirit, and how wonderful the re- 
sults when Peter obeyed! And 
read how the Holy Spirit directed 
the praying group of workers at 
Antioch to “separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto 
I have called them.” How clearly 
and definitely the Holy Spirit led 
Paul in his work is indicated by 
Acts 16:6-10 which says: 


“Now when they had _ gone 
throughout Phrygia and the region 
of Galatia, and were forbidden of 
the Holy Ghost to preach the word 
in Asia, after they were come to 
Mysia, they assayed to go. into 
Bithynia: but the Spirit suffered 
them not. And they passing by 
Mysia came down to Troas. And a 
vision appeared to Paul in the 
night; There stood a man of Mace- 
donia, and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us. And after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we endeavored 
to go into Macedonia, assuredly 
gathering that the Lord had called 
- for to preach the gospel unto 

em.” 


Oh, Christian, the’ dear Holy 
Spirit Who loves you wants to 
lead you in the will of God. You 
can walk day by day with sweet 
assurance that you are where God 
wants you, that you are busy about 
the things that please Him, that 
you are acting in His wisdom. The 
wisdom of God is ours when we 
are led day by day and guided by 
the Spirit. 

And next, the Holy Spirit is our 
help in prayer. When God promises 
to pour upon the house of David 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
“the spirit of grace and of suppli- 
cation,” so that they will see the 
Saviour and know He is their 
Messiah, seek Him with mourning 
and confession, He simply means 
that the Holy Spirit will be poured 


upon them. In fact, again and 


again God does promise to pour out 
the Holy Spirit upon Israel, as in 
Joel 2:28, quoted in Acts 2:17. So 
that “the spirit of supplication” is 
simply the Holy Spirit doing His 


—— 


blessed work in helping people 
pray! 

And if the Holy Spirit would 
create a hunger in the heart of a 
lost man, and lead him to be con- 
victed and seek God, how much 
more will the Spirit help a Chris- 
tian to pray! We are told, “Like- 
wise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought: 
but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us with the groanings 
which cannot be uttered. And he 
that searcheth the hearts know- 
eth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the will of 
God.” (Rom. 8:26, 27). 

You know how our mothers pray 
for us. My mother prayed for me 
to be a preacher, giving me to God 
when I was born. The Syropheni- 
cian woman came to Jesus and 
said, “Have mercy on me, O Lord, 
thou son of David; my daughter 
is grievously vexed with a devil’ 
(Matt. 15:22). And many a mother 
has written to a judge asking len- 
iency for her wayward boy, 
charged with a crime. The mother 
of James and John came to Jesus 
interceding for them, that they 
should sit on His right hand and 
His left in the coming kingdom. 
How many times has my good wife 
come to me when there was a ques- 
tion of punishing one of our daugh- 
ters and said, ‘‘But, Daddy, she is 
such a little girl.”” And so the Holy 
Spirit pleads to God for us. He is 
“the spirit of supplication,” and 
the Spirit “maketh intercession ‘for 
us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered.”’ 


And so the Holy Spirit helps us 
to pray. He puts in our minds 
what we should pray for, gives us 
a heart to pray, if we wait on Him 
and listen to His tender wooing, 
follow His loving leading. When a 
Christian really prays, and prays 
aright, then you may be sure that 
the Holy Spirit is helping him 
pray. 

And the blessed Spirit always 
prays in the will of God, “He that 
searcheth the hearts knoweth what 
is the mind of the Spirit, because 
he maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God. 


People are often timid about 
praying; and they feel, they tell 
me, that they dare not be very bold 
in prayer sinae they may be ask- 
ing something contrary to the will 
of God. But usually a Christian can 
pray in the will of God. Usually 
one can know ahead of time, first 
by the Scriptures, and second by 
the sweet whispering of the Holy 
Spirit in his heart, whether the 
prayer he wants to bring is ac- 
cording to the will of God. Every 
prayer, when the Holy Spirit helps, 
is a prayer born in Heaven, a re- 
quest that is patterned after the 
answer God wants to give; and 
such a prayer is always heard! Oh, 
the blessedness that we are not or- 
phans, that we need not be un- 
taught, unguided, in our ignorance 
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and frailty, when we come to pray. 
The blessed Spirit of God prays 
with us, and prays for us! 

Recently I spent two weeks in a 
pastor’s home, as his guest during 
a revival campaign. Each morning 
we joined hands around the break- 
fast table and each one prayed. 


old son’s hand, put the words 
in his mouth, each morning as he 
prayed. And each evening as we 
kneeled in the home, the father 
tock the little one down on the 
floor beside him with his arms 
about him and whispered into his 
ear the words he should pray, a 
line at a time. And that baby boy 
prayed sensible, wise prayers, such 
prayers as if he knew well the Bi- 
ble, and as if he had a mature, 
well-disciplined heart—all because 
he was taught to pray, and helped

And so the blessed Holy Spirit 
kneels with every Christian who 
prays, and as if loving arms were 
about us, and as if a loving voice 
whispered in our ears, sO We may 
know what we should pray for and 
how to pray, and so we may hear 
Another praying with us—the 
blessed Holy Spirit joining with us 
in prayer for the things that please 
God, and that He has revealed as 


for the love of the Spirit, as shown 
in His help in prayer. 


So a Christian can know how to 
pray, can pray for the right things, 
and can have a sweet assurance 
that God hears him when he prays! 
A Christian needs only to submit 
himself to the blessed Spirit of 
God, and to the will of God as writ- 
ten down in the Word of God by 
the same Holy Spirit; and he can 
pray in the will of God and pray 
with faith and joy and victory and 
get the answer from God to a 
prayer that has already been made 
in Heaven! 


Thus the only power a Christian 


can have is to be the power of the 
Holy Spirit. In Acts 1:8 Jesus 
promised the disciples, “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth,” And Je- 
sus commanded the disciples, ‘‘And 
behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high’ 
(Luke 24:49). Pentecost was sim- 
ply an example of Christians un- 
der the mighty power of the Holy 
Spirit, carrying out the great com- 
mission. As D. L. Moody said, Pen- 
tecost is simply a specimen case of 
what God can do when people are 
filled with His Spirit. The Holy 
Spirit, when he controls, and fills, 
and masters Christians, brings re- 
vivals and gives wonder-working 
power to the people of God. That is

world whose God is Satan— to 
walk with God as the sainted Brain- 
erd and the seraphic Fletcher 
walked when they were. here, to 
live as pilgrims and strangers in a 
world that crucified our Lord — 
that is His design and His purpose 
for us. How then can we bear to 
disappoint Him, and thus fail to 
win His approbation? 5 


God wants us to be one hundred 
per cent for Him. And so the ques- 
tion arises: Are we out and out for 
Jesus Christ? Are we wholly 
God’s? Not ninety per cent, mark 
you, but one hundred per cent. 
Completely given over to God. Let 
us ask Him, then to detach us from 
‘things’; to detach us from the 
world, from .our families and 
homes, from all that is meant by 
-he “‘flesh;’”’ to so wean us that we 
can give Him our undivided atten- 
tion. There is much in the flesh 
that is legitimate. Can we deny 
ourselves even that which is legiti- 
mate, for the Kingdom of Heaven’s 
sake if our ministry should neces- 
sitate separation from our loved 
ones even for long periods at a 
time, in order that we may be 
wholly God’s? And can we by His 
grace so rise above the world and 
the flesh in our detachment that we 
will find Jesus Himself, through 
His indwelling Spirit, sufficient to 
enable us to. live out and out for 
Him, exclaiming from a. heart 
filled with praise: “Jesus satis- 
fies’? That is what He taught me, 
and that is what I mean when I 
talk of being wholly God’s out and 
out for Jesus Christ one hundred 
per cent for Him, and thus becom- 
ing a man after God’s own heart. 

So, then, to be @ man after God’s 
own heart means to put God first: 
to walk with Him every moment; 
to do nothing that would displease 
Him and to allow nothing that 
would grieve Him; to live a life of 
practical righteousness and holi- 
ness before Him; to give Him our 
undivided attention, and to love 
Him supremely. 

David, you remember, was a 
man after God’s own heart. If Da- 
vid, after his failure, could be such 
a man, cannot I, cannot you? 
“Daniel purposed in his heart that 
he would not defile himself” (Dan. 
1:18). Let us “purpose,” and God 
will give the enabling power. 


For it is in this way that we be- 
come Christ-like; and that is God’s 
highest ambition for us, viz., that 
we should be like His Son, trans- 
formed into the same image. To 
be a Christian for ten years and to 
be no more like Jesus then than at 
the time of conversion, is a trag- 
edy. There are some who have only 
been saved six months who are 
more like Christ than others who 
have been on the way for six years. 
Only those who spend much time 
in His presence will ever become 
like Him. Only those who give Him 
their undivided attention will real- 
ly come to know Him. 


To get His best we must give 
Him our best. To become men and 
women after His heart we must 
let Him have our undivided atten- 
tion. To win we must surrender. 
To live,we must die. To receive we 
must give. 


And, oh! the sweetness of such 
a life, the joy of His fellowship! 
There is nothing like it on earth. 
All the success in the world will 
not compensate for it. He is “the 
Lily of the Valley,” “the Bright and 
Morning Star,” “the Rose of Shar- 
on,” “the Chiefest among Ten 
Thousand,” ‘the One Altogether 
lovely.” Friends can never mean 
so much. Even loved ones disap- 
point. Money brings its burdens, 
and fame its bitterness. But He, 
He satisfies. God is never a disap- 
pointment. To walk with Him is 
the sweetest thing on earth. To 
know that all is well, that there 
is nothing between, that no black 
cloud of sin hides His face—ah! 
that is Heaven indeed. 3

None of us know the secrets of 
unsaved. people’s hearts. None of 
us by nature or training have the 
keys. to unlock the sealed vaults of 
the will. Only the Spirit of God 


knows just how to convict the sin- 
ner and bring’ him to repentance 
and faith in Christ. Our fruitful- 
ness in soul winning must depend 
altogether on having the power of 
the Holy Spirit, being filled with 
Him, controlled and mastered and 
used by Him. His loving heart 
yearns to use our hands, our feet, 
our voices, our heart’s love in win- 
ning souls. And He loves us so 
that He longs for us to have that 
highest honor, that sweetest joy, 
that greatest reward that can ever 
come to a child of God — the honor 
and joy and reward of soul win- 
ning. 


The Holy Spirit and the Christian's 


Body 

The body is not the soul; and a 
Christian’s body, of course, is not 
as important as his spirit. The 
Scripture says, “Keep thy heart 
with all diligence; for out of it are 
the issues of life’ (Prov. 4:23). 
And yet the bodies of those we love 
are dear to us. A mother, to a ba- 
by is not just a spirit, but a lov- 
ing spirit and a maternal body all 
in.one. Mother’s lap, mother’s soft 
breast, mother’s tender hands, 
mother’s gentle smile, and mother’s 
goodnight kiss—all these go to 
make up mother, Our personalities 
are woven up part of the fleshly 
body, and we want the bodies of 
our loved ones. Every marriage 
should be a marriage of heart, but 
it is obviously and properly a mar- 
riage of human bodies, which God 
prepared, husband for wife and 
wife for husband. And every moth- 
er and father watch the little bod- 
ies grow with delight, have matched 
little hands and little feet by fa- 
ther’s and mother’s, have kissed 
every dimple, have loved the bare, 
clear, baby skin, the soft baby hair, 
the wet little smile, the fat little 
creases, the first little teeth. And so, 
since the Holy Spirit loves us, He 
has much to do with our bodies. In 
fact He lives in the body of every 
Christian. Again notice I Corinthi- 
ans 6:19, 20 which says, ‘‘What? 
know ye not that your BODY is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? For ye 
are bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your BODY, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s.” It is 
only partly true to say we have 
Christ in our hearts, or the Holy 
Spirit in our hearts. Actually, the 
Holy Spirit is in our bodies. And 
when we go to serve God and glo- 
rify God, we are to glorify Him 
first in our bodies, says this Scrip- 
ture above, and then in our spirits. 
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“THE LOVE OF THE SPIRIT” 


So when a Christian is baptized, | 


and his body is buried in the wa- 
tery grave, picturing the burial and 
resurrection of the Saviour, it al- 
sv means that the Christian counts 
his old body dead and the fleshly 
nature dead, and is commanded to 
reckon himself alive from the dead. 
That means that his body is no 
longer his own, but is counted as 
belonging to God alone. And in Ro- 
mans 12:1 we are commanded, “I 
beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the niercies of God, that ye pre- 
sent your BODIES a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto 
which is your reasonable service.” 
We deceive ourselves when we talk 
about giving our hearts to God and 
making Him first in our hearts, if 
we do not really give Him our bod- 
ies, Every Christian should offer 
his body freely to God. It belongs 
to God. And of course that means 
to put his body under the control 
of the Holy Spirit Who lives within 
him. Your body is dear to the Holy 
Spirit. He wants it to be a holy 
body, a living sacrifice, acceptable 
unto God, so that every member 
of it will be used to God’s glory 
and for your own good. 


When the body is defiled it 
grieves the Spirit. We are told that 
“If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which tem- 
ple ye are” (I Cor. 3:17). This in- 
dicates that Christians who defile 
their bodies will die prematurely, 
and we know that some did in the 
church at Corinth because of their 
Sins (I Cor..11:29-32). 

And it is the Holy Spirit Who 
heals the body. James 5:14, 15 tell 
us that the elders of the churches, 
when called upon to do so, shall 
anoint the sick with oil, and that 
the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick. The oil here is certainly a 
symbol of the Holy Spirit of God, 
the loving,. brooding, indwelling 
Presence in every Christian’s body. 
And the meaning of the anointing 
with oil must be that it is the Holy 
Spirit which heals the body when 
God gives the faith for healing. 


Thus sins which grieve the Holy 
Spirit, defiling the body and mis- 
using it, whether the mouth, the 
stomach, hands or eyes or feet, are 
said things which sadden the bles- 
sed Holy Spirit, Who loves us so. 
And ill health and sickness is of- 
ten the result of such sins, and 
the blessed Holy Spirit longs to 
cleanse us of the sins and to heal

our bodies of the diseases that sin 
brings. 


leaves a Christian. As the angels of 
God, sent forth to be ministers to 
those who shall be the heirs of sal- 
vation (Heb. 1:14) constantly 
watch over us and go with us and 
surround us, as the angels in char- 
iots of fire surrounded Elisha at 
Dothan, so the Holy Spirit goes 
always within the Christian’s body, 
wherever he goes.”Jesus said in 
Matthew 28:20, “And, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” And the way in which 
He is with the Christian is in the 
always abiding presence of the 
Holy Spirit; consciously and with 
obvious power and joy, when the 
Holy Spirit is in control, unobtru- 
sively and rather passively, when 
the Christian is worldly-minded and 
not walking in the Spirit nor filled 
with the Spirit. But always the 
abiding Holy Spirit goes with the 
Christian, stays where he stays, 
abides within his body. Sometimes 
He manifests Himself happily, re- 
vealing the truth of God, giving us 
light on the way, giving power for 
our tasks, comforting our hearts.

souls. And I shall never forget 
going across the country to stand 
beside the grave of my mother, and 
I said, ‘Thank God, thank God, for 
thirty years he has been keeping 
watch, and when the morning 
breaks he will lift them up, to be 
united by the Spirit again — the 
body in the grave and the spirit in 
his presence.’ That is the work of 
the Holy Ghost,”

How Christians Should Treat 
This Best Friend 


There are four plain commands 
for Christians about the Holy Spir- 
it: the first of these we will men- 
tion is in Ephesians 4:30 which 
says, “And grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption.” 
If we have an important and great- 
ly respected guest in the home, 
how careful we are to see that 
nothing should offend. There are 
clean towels in the room; the 
housewife is so careful to see that 
just such food is served as will 
please the guest. The guest is giv- 
en the best bed, a place of honor 
at the table; the best silverware is 
brought out, the loveliest cut glass 
and china. There tries to be more 
than usual entertaining; mother 
makes the best desserts, and the 
children try to be on their best 
behavior. But how a sensitive and 
cultured guest might be grieved if 
there were filth in the home, if 
there were jowering, wrangling, 
quarrelling, profane language and 
drunkenness! 


And how do you suppose the 


blessed Holy Spirit feels, He Who 
dwells always lovingly within the 


body of the Christian, when the} 
life is given over to things unclean} 


and worldly? Many people are 
made physically ill by tobacco 
smoke, When I ride in a railway 
coach where people smoke, I have 


a headache. When I visit in a home| 


where tobacco is used, I can usual- 


ly smell it. When I sit at restaur- | 


ant tables, if the ash trays have 
been used I ask that they be fre- 
moved. I have not developed a tol- 


| erance for tobacco. But how do you 


os 


suppose the Holy Spirit feels about 
the same foul-s stuff? And 
how do you think He feels about 


tobacco stains on fingers that ought | 


a 
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to be holy and on a breath that 
ought to speak only of the praise 
of God? And how does He feel 
about the use of beer in a Chris- 
tian’s body, and about Christian 
eyes that look on the foul scenes 
of the movies, and Christians that 
énjoy the lust of the dance and of 
promiscuous petting? 

But in this passage where we 
are urged, “And grieve not the 
Holy Spirit” several sins of the 
tongue are mentioned: ‘corrupt 
communications,” ‘bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamour, 
and evil speaking.” And God men- 
tions here malice and fornication 
and all uncleanness, covetousness, 
and filthiness as sins that grieve 
the dear Holy Spirit. 

And again the Scripture says, 
“Quench not the Spirit” (1 Thess. 
5:19). I take it that as water 
quenches fire and as discourage- 
ment quenches enthusiasm, so re- 
bellion of heart on the part of a 
Christian quenches the Holy Spir- 
it’s leadership in his life. 

Perhaps someone reads this who 
does not any longer feel the lead- 
ing of the Spirit, does not hear 
His ‘voice, is not conscious of His 
presence. Do not feel that the Holy 
Spirit has left you. He has not, nor 
will He ever leave His temple. But 
rebellion may have so broken His 
heart that He cannot make His 
way clear to you, or give in your 


heart the witness of your salvation, 


nor help you pray, until you have 
renounced your rebellion and con- 
fessed and forsaken this grievous 
| Sin, 


We should well remember that 
the tender Holy Spirit is the most 
sensitive of all beings. The purest 
and most fastidious woman would 
not be offended by anything ugly 
or unclean so soon as would the 
dear Holy Spirit. The gentlest and 
most trusting and loving child 
would not be hurt as soon by neg- 
lect and harshness as He. I remind 
you that it is only against the Holy 
Spirit that a lost man can commit 
the unpardonable sin. So sin can 
grieve the Spirit, and so rebellion 
can quench His leadership in the 
life. If you have been quenching 
the Spirit, offering alibis, excuses, 
rebellion, instead of listening to 
every command, instead of follow- 
ing where He leads, then I beg you 
today confess to Him your sin, 
surrender your will and resolve to 
follow anywhere He leads. ~ 

Another command of the Holy 
Spirit is, “Walk in the Spirit” (Gal. 
5:16, 25). I think this means that 
a Christian may walk in the con- 
scious fellowship of the Spirit, may 
know day by day that he is in 
the sweet will of God. The presence 
of the Spirit is one thing, and con- 
scious walking together, led by 
Him, listening to the slightest call, 
would be walking in the Spirit. 

And the next command I will 
mention is,-““And be not drunk.with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18). 
Oh, to be filled with the loving 
Holy Spirit! To have His power, to 
have His wisdom, to bear His 
fruits! That will mean a surrender 
of the will; that will mean a con- 
scious and deliberate confessing 
and forsaking of sin, and it will 
mean waiting on God until He pre- 
pares your heart and life for the 
perfect fulness of the Spirit. He 


who lives in your body wants to. 


take eam of you, soul and body, 
and have His way. And how fool- 
ish to live in our barrenness, when 
we may have His fulness and His 
fruitfulness! 

Then, Christians, Jet us seek and 
long and pray and wait and surren- 
der to be filled with Him. And thus 
in our lives we may have shown 
all the fulness of God, and the 
marvelous results that followed 
New Testament Christians will fol- 
low us, too. 

Your best friend is the Holy Spir- 
it. I hope you will rejoice in “the 
love of the Spirit,” and for His 
sake, as well as for Christ’s sake, 
do God’s will.
